have ever seen on Marine Parade, estimated at between 
12,000 and 15,000. 

The answer I should have given to that question was 
this: “Because we have two extraordinary young men in 
Phil Street and Mike Higgs.” 

When I introduced them to the crowd at the end of the 
evening, the gardens erupted in a crescendo of admiration 
and pride. I had spent most of the commentary with a 
lump in my throat and when I poked the microphone in 
front of Mike Higgs, tears rolling down his face, and 
asked him to say something to the crowd, I choked. 

“I can’t do it, Pip,” he said just a minute before. But he 
took a deep breath and paid a touching tribute to his dad, 
former boatman Ronnie Higgs, such a character of this 
town, before thanking the crowd for their wonderful sup¬ 
port. 

No one would have been more proud than Ron Higgs. 

Phil Street was a little more composed. He recalled 
when he and Jaffa sat down over a pint of cider or three 
listening to Elton John’s “Candles In The Wind” and 
asked themselves this question: “How can we turn this 
into a fundraising opportunity?” 

A record year? 

And so Candles On The Cobb was born. Since then 
£60,000 has been raised for national charities and worthy 
Lyme youth causes. It’s too early to give a figure for this 
year’s event but it will surely be a record, ensuring a hefty 
donation for Help For Heroes, the charity which does so 
much for the brave young men and women of our Armed 
Forces injured and maimed in Afghanistan. 

Candles On The Cobb has come a long way since 2000. 
Phil and Mike have recruited a superbly supportive, tal¬ 
ented and hardworking team to help make it the most 
stunning attraction along the south coast. 

This week Phil returns to the south of France where he 
is now living and working accompanied by his wife 
Dawn and daughter Amy. They depart with the town’s

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JAY Carpenter was born in Axminster, living in 
the South West all his life before settling in Brid- 
port last year. 

The former chef qualified as a healer 12 years 
ago and now runs a business specialising in en¬ 
ergy therapy. The 43-year-old also works for the 
NHS, specialising in addictions, eating disorders 
and adult mental health. 

He is married to a psychologist who also works 
for the NHS. 


• WHAT is energy therapy? 

Energy therapy involves working within the human en¬ 
ergy system, or Aura, which has several layers or bodies. 
It is within this system that I work using a variety of heal¬ 
ing tools such as crystals, coloured silk scarves, light-box 
and torch, flower and gem essences. I work intuitively 
connecting to a person's energy system, meaning that 
every session is different and I will most often not know 
how a session will go until I'm with the person. 

• WHO can benefit? 

People come for many reasons. Somewhere, within a per¬ 
son's life there will be some disharmony and this can man¬ 
ifest itself as a physical, emotional, or mental symptom 
which can become a stressor within the body's energy 
system. My role as a therapist is to offer a safe, supportive 
and non-judgmental space in which a person can share 
their issues. It's about helping the person to find how they 
can best heal themselves. At the very least a session will 
leave a person more relaxed by having their energy cen¬ 
tres re-balanced. 

People are not the only ones that benefit - animals too 
are very receptive and I have worked on cats, dogs and a 
couple of horses in the past. 

• HOW do people react when you tell them you are 
an energy therapist? 

I get a mixture of reactions from raised eyebrows and si¬ 
lence to people launching into 101 questions. Sometimes 
people sneer thinking that they know all about therapies 
or I get labelled as a hippy. 

• AND how do people react to the therapy? 

Reactions after therapy vary. Some people are very quiet, 
saying nothing except thank you. Some feel very ener¬ 
gised and beam with joy. Some go into floods of tears as 
they have experienced something very deeply or because 
they have experienced complete freedom from pain after 
many years, and while this will usually be a short-term ef¬ 
fect, the fact that they have had this experience gives 
them hope that life can be better. 

• THERE are so many therapies available to people. 
How can they choose which one is right for them? 



It depends on what a person is seeking support with. For 
instance, if someone has stiff or achy muscles then it is 
unlikely they would seek out my services and more likely 
they would look for someone who offers some sort of 
massage. Searching the internet and looking at profes- 
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sional associations will help guide a person to what they 
require. Visiting a health/holistic show is a great way of 
sourcing treatments as you can see a therapist working 
in a public area which helps put people at ease and allay 
any fears of approaching a stranger. Also GPs now refer 
patients to therapists. 

• DO you ever see a regular GP? 

I have seen my GP twice in 30 years. I take my health very 
seriously as we only get one body and it's worth looking 
after. 

• IS there anyone in particular you would like to 
treat? 

I would like to treat Stephen Fry because I admire him for 
being a great wordsmith and he has been quite open 
about his depression. 

• WHAT gets you up in the morning? 

Knowing that I have dreams to chase and do not want to 
die without making an effort to attain them. Also I have 
many places that I would like to visit plus I've yet to sell a 
piece of my own artwork or win a big poetry competition. 

• WHAT do you like about living in Bridport? 

Living where I am is heaven because I live within walking 
distance from the town centre, the coast is less than three 
miles away and I'm surrounded by such beautiful coun¬ 
tryside which I am free to explore whatever the season. 

• IT was recently reported that middle-aged men in 
London and the West Midlands were the most un¬ 
happy people in the UK. What can they do? 

Culturally males are going through quite a change. Years 
ago they were the breadwinner, there were jobs for life, 
and they knew where they were placed in life. Now there 
is pressure placed on them because they have to work 
longer and jobs are scarce while society tries to tell you 
that once you hit mid-life you have little to offer the work¬ 
ing world. Emotionally, men need to start coming out of 
their caves and kick off old thought patterns such as the 
idea that men don't cry. We need to evolve. 

• DO you have any guilty secrets when it comes to 
health? 

My guilty secret is to enjoy a steaming mocha coffee and 
panettone, or when in France to have a fruit tart or choco¬ 
late eclair.

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Accident triggers road complaint 

ROMAN ROAD RESIDENT'HAD ENOUGH'WITH POOR MAINTENACE OF SLIPPERY LANE 


A COMPLAINT has been 
made over the state of 
Roman Road in Lyme 
Regis after a man injured 
his ankle when he tripped 
over on the lane. 

Lyme Regis resident 
Dave Milligan is thought 
to have suffered a broken

or dislocated ankle after 
falling last week. Roman 
Road resident Martin Not- 
ley heard him shout from 
inside his house and was 
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quickly on the scene. 

He said he has had a 
long-running battle with 
Dorset County Council, 
via the phone-line Dorset 
Direct, over the state of 
the lane, which is pot- 
holed and has water con¬ 
stantly running down it. 

Speaking after the acci¬ 
dent, Mr Notley said: “I 
have had a long-term bat¬ 
tle with the council and 
others about the mainte¬ 
nance of Roman Road be¬ 
tween Uplyme Road and 
Haye Lane. I have had 
correspondence with 


them for some time ask¬ 
ing them to repair the 
road, but the biggest 
problem is the leaking 
drain. 

“We warned them that if 
they didn’t do anything 
someone would fall and, 
at about 3pm today, 
someone fell. We heard 
his cries from inside the 
house, he was obviously 
in a lot of pain. 

“It’s beyond the pale. 
We have had enough now. 

“The road is used regu¬ 
larly by schoolchildren, 
mothers with prams and 
visitors to Travis Perkins 
and the medical centre. 

“They have chosen not 
to do anything and it’s 


negligent. We warned 
them that the poor old 
taxpayer would end up 
paying the fees when they 
go to one of these no win, 
no fee lawyers over an ac¬ 
cident like this.” 

Mr Notley also asked 
why recent repairs to 
Haye Lane did not con¬ 
tinue up Roman Road. 

Dorset County Council 
told the View From that 
Roman Road has not pre¬ 
viously qualified for re¬ 
pairs but they would be 
visiting the lane again to 
look at the problems. 

A spokesman said: “Of¬ 
ficers will be visiting 
Roman Road this week to 
look at the particular 


problems there. 

“We have worked on 
several of the roads and 
lanes around Roman 
Road recently, where we 
identified clusters of 
problems. At that time, 
Roman Road did not 
qualify under the scheme 
which ranks problems ac¬ 
cording to their priority 
and ensures our limited 
resources are directed at 
areas where they can be 
the most value. 

“The Roman Road 
problem may be due to 
springs. They can be 
tricky to deal with as 
when we solve one prob¬ 
lem, they pop up else¬ 
where.”

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Missing man found safe 
after emergency search 

LYME Regis lifeboat crew was launched on Saturday 
to help in searching for a man reported missing the 
previous evening. 

Portland coastguards requested the lifeboat crew 
to carry out a coastal search because of concerns for 
the man's safety. 

The lifeboat was launched at 12.09pm and 
searched between Lyme Regis and Golden Cap. 
Coastguards searched ashore and the teams were 
joined by the coastguard helicopter. 

The lifeboat crew carried out a visual search of cliffs 
with binoculars, and were stood down at 1.04pm 
when it was reported that the man had been found 
safe ashore. 

• The lifeboat was also launched the previous Sat¬ 
urday evening after coastguards were alerted that 
an inflatable with two people aboard was overdue 
and possibly lost in fog off West Bay. 

After launching at 7.06pm the lifeboat crew heard 
from Portland coastguards that the inflatable had 
reached West Bay harbour and that the two people 
were safe. 

The lifeboat was then stood down and returned to 
Lyme Regis.

YEARS of planning 
came to fruition earlier 
this month when the ex¬ 
tension at St Andrew’s 
Community Hall in Char- 
mouth was officially 
opened. 

Many local residents 
gathered outside the hall 
to see the results of the 
£70,000 project. They 
were welcomed by chair¬ 
man of the parish coun¬ 
cil, Councillor Mallory 


Hayter, who then intro¬ 
duced chairman of the 
hall’s trustees, Roy 
Churchman. 

Mr Churchman spoke 
of the history of the 
building, originally a 
church hall, and how 
David Carter had sug¬ 
gested handing it over to 


the village to manage 
themselves following its 
closure. 

He thanked Mr Carter 
and Louis Rose for their 
involvement in the hall’s 
history. 

Hall committee chair¬ 
man, Keith Waters on, 
then spoke about the ex¬ 


tension project. The proj¬ 
ect has seen the front of 
the hall extended by four 
metres and the building 
of disabled toilets and 
extra storage space for 
the various community 
groups that use the facil¬ 
ity. 

In March 2009 a 
£50,000 grant from the 
Big Lottery Lund was re¬ 
ceived and work started 
in September 2010. 

Mr Waters on thanked 
West Dorset District 
Council which donated a 
further £4,730, as well as 
those from the commu¬ 
nity who had donated, the 
builders, volunteers, hall 
hirers and all those who 
had supported fundrais¬ 
ing events. 

The building’s original 
foundation stone and 
time capsule dating from 
1910, both of which were 
kept safe during the reno¬ 
vations , now take pride of 
place in the front wall of 
the hall. They were un¬ 
veiled by Gwen Oxen- 
bury. 

David Carter then offi¬ 
cially opened the new ex¬ 
tension in a ribbon 
cutting ceremony before 
guests enjoyed refresh¬ 
ments inside.

The Jazz, Blues and 
Beer Festival was next, 
bringing colour and 
music to the town as the 
annual Umbrella Parade 
made its way through the 
streets. 

Then it was upon us, the 
big one - Diamond Ju¬ 


bilee weekend. Many of 
us had been looking for¬ 
ward to the extended 
Bank Holiday weekend 
celebrating the Queen’s 
60 years on the throne for 
months.

Who are they thinking of - 
cyclists or pedestrians? 


■ COUNCILLORS, who are you thinking of - cyclists 
or pedestrians? 

We have no cycleway into Lyme Regis as the closest 
defined Dorset route terminates beyond Monkton Wyld, 
so must assume that any cycle path will begin at the en¬ 
trance of Cobb Gate car park where, often, chaos ensues 
(queues for fish and chips, cars in and out, people cross¬ 
ing from one side to the other). Then there is the persist¬ 
ent parker who will wait for a space or will hold everyone 
up to unload the family. 

Then the Cart Road - a line of cars to the right, beach 
to the left with people sitting on the edge of the road and 
this is where people just amble along, totally unaware 
that it is a road where disabled drivers, service and de¬ 
livery vehicles are wishing to park or driving to the end 
to turn around. There are distractions all the way - busk¬ 
ing point, ice cream sales, food, buckets and spades, three 
in the first 80 yards. The thatched cottages and Library 
Cottage on Marine Parade attract attention, as does the 
stone balancer on the beach. The turning area is a dan¬ 
gerous spot as few are willing to give way. 

Through the barrier and Rinky Tinks the road narrows 
to some 3.5 metres, scarcely sufficient for the hut hirers 
to sit and pedestrians to maintain two-way progress, al¬ 
though it appears that mostly they sit on the beach, the 
less able sitting in front of the huts but youngsters dash¬ 
ing to and fro. 

Beyond the beach huts the road widens with the hair 
braider, trampolines, first entrance to the sandy beach and 
the steps up to the toilets and, of course, the Amusements 
Arcade. If you’ve got kids, you have to rein them in here. 
More ice creams and food on the parade and then Jane’s 


Cafe - more ice cream and with a queue spilling onto the 
road. Somewhere here is another busking point before 
the Royal Standard ice cream queue and the barrier which 
is made difficult by a table and chairs and the Royal Stan¬ 
dard signs. 

Once past the barrier you come to a short service road 
with 2 pubs, a cafe with as many as eight tables on the 
road and a shared sitting area serviced across the road. 
Then three kiosks with lots of A-boards pushing their 
queues into the road, the entrances to slipway and sailing 
club followed by a queue for the ladies’ toilet. Finally, 
it’s Cobb Square and the Cobb itself. 

Where do they park their cycles? Would it not be better 
to leave bikes at Cobb Gate and walk? 

The Cart Road extension was built as a sea defence, not 
as a road. Will a planning application be required for it 
to become a cycle path? 

On the other hand, if you wish to see the cycle path on 
Marine Parade, which will have many of the same diffi¬ 
culties as the Cart Road and will not be as popular as you 
may believe, you will have to lose for the town our cher¬ 
ished “traffic-free” status. Please think hard before you 
do this as we will never regain it. 

Could right become might ? Have the proposing coun¬ 
cillors tried cycling this route on a busy sunny day? 

Would it not be more beneficial for everybody, includ¬ 
ing all cyclists, if they could secure their bikes at Gun 
Cliff Walk and walk along the parade to enjoy as others 
do?

I ride up Cobb Road and Springhead Road in Uplyme, 
but I wouldn’t want to discourage others by having to tell 
them they must get in shape for hills before they can ride 
anywhere at all.

Painter Duncan looking forward to festival opening 


■ IN a series of interviews leading up to Lyme Regis ArtsFest 2012 (September 
8th to 16th), Anthea Simmons introduces readers to some of the local people 
involved in the tenth annual festival. This week she meets documentary film¬ 
maker and painter, Duncan Harris. 


• WHAT is the story behind your involvement in 
the arts? 

Like a lot of people, I drew as a child and I did do O- 
level art. My art teacher wanted me to go on and 
study art but I couldn't see myself earning a living 
from that and at the time art schools didn't teach the 
craft of painting, so I read chemical physics at Bristol 
University instead. 

I got a job in the film industry on the technical side 
and I've been in the business 25 years now. I've done 
most things - been a cameraman, editor and now a 
director. I make documentaries and music pro¬ 
grammes. 

Recent work includes films about Robyn Hitch¬ 
cock, the English singer-songwriter and guitarist, 
and multi-disciplinary artists Heather Ackroyd and 
Dan Harvey. I filmed them creating "FlyTower", their

cultural response to cli¬ 
mate change in which 
they grew grass on the 
Lyttelton Flytower at the 
National Theatre. 

In fact, a lot of my work 
now has a strong envi¬ 
ronmental bent to it. I re¬ 
cently filmed "The 
Ecocide Trial", in which 
top lawyer Michael 
Mansfield put actors 
playing fossil fuel bosses 
on trial in the Supreme 
Court in a mock case to 
explore if ecocide could 
join genocide as a global 
crime. 

I started painting in 1985, when I got my own flat 
and had the room. I like to explore texture, colour 
and light. Oil on canvas or board, really thickly- 
painted. Wherever possible, I like to paint outdoors, 
getting down an immediate reaction to what I see. 
My abstract work has, latterly, been influenced by 
forms and patterns in the natural world - water, 
stone, lichens. 

I've exhibited in France and the USA as well as the 
UK and sold paintings all over the world but my main 
gallery is the Llewellyn Alexander Gallery near Wa¬ 
terloo Station. 

• WHAT are your sources of inspiration? 

Anything. What's around, what I find, colour and tex¬ 
ture. 


• WHICH is your favourite gallery and what work 
of art would you like to own? 

The Musee D'Orsay in Paris for that fabulous collec¬ 
tion of Impressionists. It's just absolutely stunning. I 
like the Uffizi in Florence, too, and the Winter Palace 
in St Petersburg was fascinating, though I wasn't too 
impressed by all the brown, Victorian stuff. 

I'd love to own Renoir's "La Loge"- the wonderful 
painting of the opera theatre box. But I'd also like a 
Manet - "Bar at the Folies Bergere" - and a Monet - 
"Soleil Levant". 

• HOW did you get involved with ArtsFest? 

We moved down here last year mainly to give the 
children the sort of education we wanted for them. 
They are at Woodroffe and it's just a whole different 
world - creative and inspiring. 


I got involved with ArtsFest as a way to get to know 
people. I volunteered to take on a quadrant of the 
town to raise sponsorship for the event, those red 
dots in the brochure that Lyme's shops and busi¬ 
nesses have very generously bought to show their 
support. The response was great! My work is going 
to be in Lyme Bay Dentistry, Cinderella's and Ru¬ 
mours Restaurant and it's good to be part of such a 
vibrant, inclusive event. 

• WHAT are you looking forward to at this year's 
ArtsFest? 

The opening night! It should be a good party! I am 
really interested to see what other people are doing. 
The Music at the Malthouse event on September 
12th sounds like fun, a sing-along to the music of 
Bob Dylan. I like the sound of that!

BRIDPORT hit Longwell Green Sports for five and in 
doing so climbed to second in theToolstation Western 
League Premier Division, albeit having played more 
games than some of their rivals.
